Three are Negroes, the others 
white. Sixteen are Protestants, 
four are Roman Catholics, one a 
Greek Orthodox. None is a Jew. 


Homes 


Sixteen were from homes bro- 
ken by death, divorce, or sepa- 
ration. The evidence is that 19 
felt ‘‘unwanted”’ or “unloved” 
by their parents, or stepparents. 


Six knew brutal treatment at 
home. The mothers of two of 
these were problem drinkers. 
Ten had been forced to live, at 
intervals, with relatives or in 
foster homes. 


Sixteen were average in 
school. Five were below nor- 
mal. : 

Seventeen didn’t finish high 
school. Two had brief periods at 
college under the GI bill. Teach- 
ers considered 19 of the 21 “un- 
educated’. even though their 
grades were average.

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Tax Equalization 
Is a State “Must 


Georgia's financial problems are not 
exclusively those of the state government. 
They exist in every county and munici- 
pality as well. And some of them appear 


insurmountable under the present tax 
structure of the state. 
There are no easy solutions. It will 


take many months of hard work and the 
application of much common sense if the 
problems are to be met successfully with- 
out holding back the progress of the state 

We know of the dangers. Clifford M 
Clark, vice president of the Associated 
‘Industries of Georgia, has been talking 
‘about them. The Fulton County Grand 
Jury last week warned of the conse- 
‘quences to Atlanta of an unfair distribu- 
‘tion of the local tax load. 

Mr. Clark is saying that the current 
‘state tax program is endangering in- 
‘dustrial development and expansion. He 
‘is saying also that until tax equalization 
‘is effected throughout the state, Georgia 
‘can expect repeated financial crises. 


He is certainly right on the equaliza- 
‘tion issue. There is no aspect of the tax 
‘program more unfair than the present 
*hodge-podge of property evaluations for 
tax purposes. Counties that are attempt- 
4ng to shoulder their share of the load 
through local taxes find themselves pen- 
alized by those who look to the state for 
everything. 

Until tax equalization is a fact, state 
finances will continue to suffer the con- 
sequences, and municipalities and coun- 
ties that attempt to do their share will 
continue to be penalized accordingly. 


The Fulton jury recommends that a 
«pecial committee be appointed to study 
Jocal tax structures. “We feel,” says the 
jury, “that increasingly high real estate 
Yaxes will deter new construction, dis- 
rourage new industry, and thereby throt- 
‘tie the growth of the Atlanta area.” 

The jury evidently is anticipating the 

<ime when Atlanta’s growth will demand 
¢till more taxes. Already being talked is 
a city payroll tax. 
: S$tate and local tax programs must be 
‘seared to suit the needs of a changing 
‘and growing economy. They must mesh 
together and the first order of business 
should be a statewide equalization pro- 
‘gram that will be fair to all.

Common Sense Security 


Should Be the Rule 


Signs of a return to sanity in the gov- 
ernment’s handling of internal security 
and loyalty problems are encouraging. Let 
us hope that it brings to an end one of the 
most useless and damaging excesses in 
partisan politics that the nation has seen 
since the War Between the States. 

A Hoover Commission task force, 
headed by Gen. Mark Clark—no Com- 
munist lover—has exploded the McCar- 
thy charges against the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency, the government's central 
headquarters for intelligence services. It 
finds no basis for the charges. 

It does find, however, a shocking in- 
eptitude in intelligence regarding the 
Communists, a fact that was apparent 
long before the Clark group began its 
work. This is due to many causes—to the 
nature of the Communist state, to our in- 
experience in the intelligence field and to 
such meddling as that by McCarthy that 


makes it impossible to organize such 
services 

ntelligence, especially that obtained 
through espionage, cannot be publicized 
nor laid bare before congressional com- 


mittees. Espionage methods become use- 
less if we must reveal them to the enemy. 
An intellignce agency cannot function if 
it must be harassed by such men as Sen. 
McCarthy. 

While the Clark report will dispel the 
suspicion on CIA left by the senator's wild 
charges, the legacy he has handed the na- 
tion will be with us a long time. Regard- 
less of pious pronouncements now, the 
GOP resorted to McCarthyism as its main

Ford and General Motors Labor Contracts 


Cannot Be Called Socialism, Atlantan Says 


Atlanta—I can see no “‘social- 
(ism”’ in the Ford General Motors 
labor contracts. 


No matter what form it takes, 
any compensation paid employes, 
as such, for services rendered is 
a wage whether paid now or at 
some later date. 

Had the employes of Ford taken 
the stock option plan under which 
they could acquire stock at 50% 
of market value, half that market 
value should be charged off as 
wages and the employes should 
pay income tax thereon. The half 
the employe pays is of course a 
capital investment and the divi- 
dends, if any, would be a capital 
return. 

There is nothing of ‘‘profit-shar- 
ing”’ in the profit-sharing plans, no 
matter how worthy they have been 
and are. When the company takes 
funds from the profit account and 
pays it to employes, they must or 
should transfer the funds to the 
wage account. 

To inject socialism into the pic- 
ture there must be government 
participation and ownership with 
the element of compulsion. TVA 
is definitely socialistic for that rea- 
son. But I cannot see anything 
socialistic, although possibly pa- 
ternalistic, in a great corporation 
adding to its Wage account no mat- 
ter how the wages may be dis- 
persed.

State’s Legislative Branch 


Losing Power to Executive 


In the Nashville Herald 


The founding fathers of Georgia patterned the State Constitution 
after that of the Federal Government. It provided for three separate 
divisions to control the governing bodies of the state, viz., legisla- 


tive, judicial and executive. 
The three divisions are sup- 
posed to be free and independent 
of each other. The legislative di- 


vision ts supposed to enact laws 


to govern the state, independent of 
the executive and judicial depart- 
ments. The judicial department 
has the duty to see that laws con- 
form to the constitution of the 
State, and the executive depart- 
ment is supposed to execute those 
laws. Of course this information is 
academic: Every sixth grade 
school pupil is supposed to be ac- 
quainted with the three divisions 
of our government and their duties. 

In recent years the executive de- 
partment, headed by the governor, 
has practically usurped the pow- 
ers and duties of the legislative de- 
partment. The governor has well: 
organized teams in both the House 
of Representatives and in the Sen- 
ate whose duties are to introduce 
such legislation as he wants and 
Steer it through to enactment. 
Very little legislation is enacted 
except that sponsored by the gov- 
ernor’s teams. The Legislature 


could very well stay at home and 
gave taxpayers that much expense. 
One-man government is bad for 


the state. The counties send repre- 
sentatives to the State Legislature 
to carry out their wishes in regard 
to enactment of laws, but too often 
the elected representatives disre- 
gard the mandates from their peo- 
ple and fall in line with the chief 
executive. 

There are still members of the 
State Legislature who will stand by 
their people ‘and honor their 
pledges, but they are in the mi- 
nority and no matter how, hard 
they fight for just and honest laws 
they can never muster quite 
enough strength. 

Sometime, somewhere, and in 
some manner, someone has got to 


make a stand to stop waste in 


government spending. The alter- 
native will be to go the way of the 
Roman Empire. It has been said 
that during the final days of that 
government there were seven tax 
collectors to each taxpayer. That 
was kid stuff compared to our 
country. Have you ever figured out 
how many taxes you pay and to 
how many tax collectors? No you 
haven't, neither have I, as it would 
be an almost impossible task. 

And whatever happened to the 
rainmaker?

Yesterday I started a discussion of the 
book, ‘Imitation of Christ,’’ written 500 years 
ago but still the most popular and beloved devo- 


tional book, next to the Bible. It is available in your book store at 


7 cents a copy and I urge anyone 


who would seriously consider the 


Christian way to obtain a copy for prolonged study. Note the follow. 
ing passage on the vanity of one’s self: 


“Know thou that the love of 
thyself doth hurt thee more than 
anything in the world. There is no 
worse enemy, nor one more 
trouble to the soul, than thou art 
to thyself, if thou be not in har- 
mony with the Spirit. Many se- 
cretly seek themselves in what 
they do, and know it not.” 

(Do any of the following state- 
ments describe you?) 

“So much inclined to outward 
things, so negligent in things in- 
ward and spiritual: So prone to 
laughter and unbridled mirth, so 
indisposed to tears and compunc- 
tion: So prompt to ease and pleas- 
ures of the flesh, so dull to strict- 
ness of life and zeal: So curious 
to hear news and to see beautiful 
sights, so slack to embrace what is 
humble and low: 

“So covetous of abundance, so 
niggardly in giving, so fast in 
keeping: So inconsiderate in 
speech, so reluctant to keep Sl- 
Jence: So uncomposed in manners, 
so fretful in action: So eager about 
food, so deaf to the word of God: 
In such a hurry to rest, so slow 
to labor: So wakeful in vain con- 
versation, so drowsy at sacred 
services: So hasty to arrive at the 
end thereof, so inclined to be wan- 
dering and inattentive: 

“So quickly distracted, so sel- 
dom wholly gathered unto thyself: 
So suddenly moved to anger, so 
apt to take displeasure against 
another: So ready to judge, so se-

vere to reprove: So joyful in pros- 
perity, so weak in adversity: Make 
thou a firm resolution always to 
be amending thy life, and tobe en- 
deavoring always after a farther 
progress in holiness.” 

I have found no passages in our 
new books that better describe our 
own weaknesses today. We hear a 
lot today about peace of mind. 
Consider the following from this 
classic 500 years old: 

‘‘All desire peace, but they do 
not care for the things that pertain 
to true peace. . . . Peace consist- 
eth rather in true humility, than in 
self-exaltation. 

“A good and peaceable man 
turneth all things to good. He that 
is in peace, is not suspicious of 
any. But he that is discontented 
and troubled, is tossed with divers 
suspicions: he is neither quiet him- 
self, nor suffereth others to be 
quiet. 

“He often speaketh that which 
he ought not to speak; and leaveth 
undone that which it were more 
expedient for him to do. He con- 
sidereth what others are bound 
to do and neglecteth that which he 
is bourid to do himself.” 

As I read “Imitation of Christ” 
I sometimes feel like throwing it 
away and never looking at it again 
because it disturbs my own con- 
science as does no other book. 
Yet, as I continue reading it, my 
soul is blessed. 


Security Program 


Will Be Appraised 


WASHINGTON—President Eisenhower now has 
no other alternative than to cooperate unreservedly 
with a bipartisan, top-level investigation of the 


administration’s employe security program which Congress will shortly 


bring into being. 

The bill which passed the Senate 
last week by a unanimous voice 
vote — the Republicans finally 
recognizing that they had to fol- 
low along behind the Democratic 
leadership — creates a 12-member 
commission to be made up of two 
senators,. two representatives, two 
officials from the executive 
branch and six private citizens. 
House approval seems assured. 

The purpose of the commission 
will be to review the operation of 
the whole security program dur- 
ing the past two years, to appraise 
it particularly at two points — its 
effectiveness and its fairness — 
and to make recommendations for 
its imprevement. Its report is to 
be ready for Congress not later 
than March 31, 1956. 

Two immediate consequences 
flow from this development: 

First, the administration is put 
on the defensive by its own failure 
to act. 

Second, the President has lost 
the initiative to Congress to deal 
with a problem which is pre-emin- 
ently an executive responsibility— 
the policing of the federal person- 
nel. 

It is not stating it too candidly 
to say that the White House has 
missed the bus, largely because

In order to meet valid criticism 
and to counter politically minded 
criticism, the President was 
strongly urged to appoint person- 
ally “a bipartisan of _re- 
view’’ whose function it would be 
to study the security regulations 
in force.

For TVA was followed in time by 
great public projects of the same 
kind in various parts of the coun- 
try. 

But now this balance of func- 
tions is threatened once again. 
Utility interests are seeking to up- 
set it, to try to stop necessary 
public development and hog it ail 
for themselves in uneconomic and 
piecemeal development for profits 
that will go only to them, instead 
of benefits for all the real stock- 
holders of our natural resources, 
the people. To accomplish that, a 
highly financed campaign is now 
going on which is reaching out in 
all directions. 

It would be a good time to take 
a look at this campaign as the 
Federal Trade Commission looked 
at it a quarter of a century ago. 

For it means no good for the 
rest of us.

If enough people don’t turn out to support it the season will 
fail. And then the whole enterprise. 

Happily the planners of the project never seem as anxious 
as Iam. They seem content that enough people will spend $1, 
$2 or $3 (half price for children) enough nights to keep a tal- 
ented bunch of youngsters out there singing their hearts out and 
dancing their pretty legs off in the moonlight for our enter- 
tainment, 

And I guess they're right. We went the other night to 
see “‘Showboat,”” and so did a lot of other people who might 
have been expected to have stuck with television or, at the most, 
something to drink in the back yard.

When at first he shrieked in 
terror and clawed the air at 


any sudden shifting of his bal- 
ance, soon a trusted parent 
may toss him into the air—and 
he will only laugh. 

Once the growing baby has 
a sense of trust, he feels some- 
what on his own. Then he en- 
ters—when over the age one 
year and not yet four—the age 
of autonomy 

He develops courage to move 


to make his

to talk when 


ahead on his own, 


own decisions, to when 
he wants to walk, 
to refuse to 
and to run, 


pull and 


he wants to talk, 
do what pains him, 
jump, climb, pry, 
poke 

Between the ages of 3 and 4 
he plunges overnight into the 
age of exploration. Nothing 
daunts him. He feels he is the 
master of the world, tries any- 
thing and usually fails at the 
first attempt. 

But with infinite patience and 
persistence he tries and tries 
and tries again. 

The parents’ role? Parents 
usually think of the failures as 
awkwardness, stupidity or wil- 
ful wrongdoing and start to pun- 
ish.

Bank Debits Point Barnesville, 


To Booming Gains

At least one economic yardstick shows that business activity 
in Georgia and other Sixth Federal Reserve District states is 


expanding at an accelerated rate 


That measure is bank debits. the term used to include checks 
and other withdrawals from demand deposit accounts in banks. 

Checking account activity at reporting district banks soared 
to a new record of $7.2 billion in May. 

This about doubled the volume done only seven years ago, 
according to the Federal Reserve Bank of Atlanta. | 

“‘Depositors at commercial banks always use their checking 


accounts more intensively as the tempo of business increases,”’ 


the bank's report pointed out. 


It added that ‘‘the all-time high in checking account activity 


reached in May. 
expansions in business.”’ 


is not surprising in light of the current 


Explaining that debits are not a perfect measure of business 
activity because they are at times distorted by extremely large 


checks, the report continued: 


GENERAL TREND 


*‘Nevertheless, (they) reflect fairly closely the general trend 


of business because of the large volume (85 per cent) of business 


transacted by checks.”’ 


Significantly every major trade center in the district reported 
higher busjness activity as measured by debits in the first five 
months of this year than in the same 1954 months. 


According to the report, there are 40 major trade centers in 


the district. 


yveorgia has 13 of them, while there are eight in Florida,

in Alabama, and four each 


in the southern halves of 


Louisiana and Mississippi and the eastern part of Tennessee. 
The average increase in debits so far this year over a year 

ago in the Georgia cities was an astounding 14.6 per cent. 
Gainesville topped every city in the district with a gain of 

some 28 per cent. Albany and Macon, both up 23 per cent, tied 


for fourth place. 


Next in order in Georgia came Newnan (20 per cent), Colum- 
bus (19 per cent), Rome (18 per cent), Augusta (12 per cent), 
Valdosta (11 per cent), Atlanta (10 per cent), Savannah (9 per 
cent), Griffin (8 per cent), Brunwick (7 per cent) and Elberton 


(2 per cent).

Debits have been moving

in Georgia and other 


District states almost without interruption since 1944. There were 
pauses in the upward growth during the recession of 1948-49 and 


again in 1953-54. 


But since the business recovery late last year, check-book 
activity has expanded at an accelerated pace. 

Much of the increase in debits is based on a more rapid 
flow of funds through the banks. The turnover rate of demand 
deposits; the Atlanta Federal Reserve Bank noted, has risen in | 
the past year from 20.5 to 21.5 times a year. 


It was pointed out that, generally, debits measure the flow 


of funds through banks rather than the flow of funds out of banks. 


A large part of the checks drawn from the banks are rede- 


posited and, of course, the banks receive deposits in the form of | 
checks drawn on banks outside the District. 
Thus, despite the large volume of checking transactions in 


May, reporting banks in .the Atlanta Federal 


Reserve District 


ended the month with greater demand deposits than they had at 


the beginning.
